» THE FRENCH FLEET. 

The French fleet is quickly growing, as 
we'can see. by the budget presented to the 
Vorps Législatit by the Minister of Marine. 
In 1857-it was determined that the atrength 
of the future navy should consist of forty 
first-class ironelads,. twenty second-olass 
ivonclada, thirty ironclad floating batteries 
and coast’ vessels, besides: numurous. trans- : 
ports and amall vessels, ‘This programme . 
is being gradually carried out, but at the 


‘end of this year sixty-three vessels will still 


remain to be.constructed. In the extra- 
ordinary budget wo. fiud that 21,800,000 - 
franes are required for arming sailers aud 
infantry of marine with the Chassepot, and 
supplying powerful urdinance to the feet. 
But.for the expense cansed by this change 
in the armament of manand ship the build- 
ing of the vessels in the different ports 
would have been ,pushed, forward with 
greater activity. When brought up to its: | 
proposed strength the French navy will 
oumber no less than 449'ships, and.1t may 
bo as woll that; wo should bear.in mind that 
with ‘this foreéd our neighbours could any 
day throw. on ont coast 90,000 men; they 
ha:l a good deal of experience in transport- 
ing during the’ Mexican campaign, and some 
secondary instruction when Kome had lately 
to be defended. 

The battle of Lissa appears to have mado 
a deep impression on the French naval 
inind, and to have convinced the authoritios 
of the necessity of a thorough trausforma. 
tion of armament, It was remarked that

Heavier. metal has also 
been placed ‘on boanl the fourteen plated 
frigates, all of which vow curry in addition 
to other guns four of tha same calibre at 
thogo-place] on board the Mag:nta, and the: 
iour frigates building will probably-be arm- 
ed in a similar mauner. ‘The corvettes, six 
of which are afloat and three on the stocks, 
are constructed to carry twelve guns, if we 
except ‘the Belliquese, which hus only ten, 
and as the Blliguese is the only corvette 
which has as yet received her guns it is cer-
